"Templar Masonry is not considered a substitute 
for the Church. By its symbolism the Order attempts to cooperate 
with the Church in the practice of the Christian virtues which make 
for a better and happier living." The time has come when we must 
take inventory to see what has been accomplished. We must ask oure 
selves: Have we done everything in our power to promote Templary in 
our Jurisdiction? We must show a net gain in membership, or we have 
not accomplished our purpose, Every Commandery should show a net gain 
instead of a net loss. 


The year ending June 30, 1960 was the 16th consecutive year that we 
have shown a net gain, Our net gain this year was the smallest for 
many years, amounting to only 20 members, Our total membership as 
of June 30, 1960 was 15,059. The total number of Petitions received 
from September 1st, 1959 to July 1st, 1960 amounted to 749, or 231 
short of our quota objective. 


Although our failure to obtain the Grand Commander's quota is disap= 
pointing, we can be encouraged by the fact that we knighted 678, 
affiliated 31, and reinstated 15, Our losses were heavy in the Demit 
and Suspension columns, wnich amounted to a total of 149 Demits and 
j.22 Suspensions, - a total loss of 271, It is hard to understand why 
a member will invest his money in Templary and after a few years be 
suspended or ask for a Demit. 


Notwithstanding this, "Let us go forward in the true Templar spirit, 
humble before God and man; charitable to all and devoted in our sger- 
vice to God, our Country and our Christian Orders,"

On Sunday afternoon, October 23, 1960, together with 35 Sir Knights and 
band from Portland Maine, 5 from Lafayette of Hudson, N.Y. and 6 from 
Temple of Albany, N.Y., uniformed Knights represented 37 Constituent 
Commanderies formed on Arlington Street, Marlboro Street, and Common- 
wealth Avenue, Boston, to be escorted by the Aleppo Temple Shrine Band 
and Patrol, the Melha Temple Shrine Band of Springfield, the Palestine 
Temple Shrine Band of Providence, the Gardner High School Band, Saugus 
De Molay band, andthe Blue Belles Highlander Band of Saugus. Over 
1000 uniformed men were in line; numerical leaders were Boston Comman- 
dery with hl uniformed Sirt Knights, Calvary of Providence, 28, Beau- 
seant of Malden, 27, Jerusalem of Fitchburg, 27, De Molay of Boston,25, 
and Holy Sepulchre of Pawtucket, 22, Special credit should be given 
little Milford Commandery in line with 16 out of a membership of only 
167, Berkshire of Pittsfield, 20, Connecticut Valley of Greenfield, hl, 
and St. Andrew of Holyoke with 6. Uniformed Sir Knights from the fol-

Starting promptly at 2230 P.M. as scheduled,with Rt. Em. Sir Robert 
Gardiner Wilson Jr, as Marshal, and Em.Sir Frank B. Ells as Chief of 
Staff, the parade marched from Arlington Street, to Boylston Street, 
through Copley Square to Huntington Avenue -- a total of one and three- 
tenths miles - to Symphony Hall. 


Honorary members on the staff of Rt.Em. Grand Commander Clarence E, 
Booth, together with Grand Commandery Officers not in command of 
divisions, were Rt.Em. and Rev. Howard T. Joslyn, Department Commander 
of the North Bastern Department of Grand Encampment, Rt.Em.

The goal of our Grand Commandery for the current year is 1000 petitions, 
affiliations and reinstatements. This is a goal that has been attained 
before and can be attained again. Individual commandery quotas are 
shown on the statistics page. We all know that final progress for the 
year must be measured in recorded members and is affected principally 
by the number of petitioners knighted in the year. However,petitions, 
affiliations and reinstatements provide the most convenient indication 
of our progress during the year. We shall continue to base our reports 
on them, but believe that any citations given at the close of the year 
should recognize knighting also. 


In the past year, 17 Commanderies had a net loss in membership? This ig 
not progress; in fact, unless we can do much better this year, there ig 
danger that our Grand Commandery itself may have a net loss in member- 

ship. Members are the life blood of our Orders 


There is no more important facet of a commander's responsibilities than 
to build membership, A Commandery cannot have a good year with a net 
loss in membership, Deaths; demits and suspensions have accounted for 
the loss of over 600 members in each of the last 5 years. We have no 
control over deaths, but we can and should limit demits and suspensions 
It is vital that we retain present members as well as add new Sir ° ys 
Knights to the ranks, If a business does not have good years in times 
of prosperity it is doubtful if it can survive when times are bad, A 
Commandery may be compared to a business. Its survival depends on make 
tng the most of its opportunities in the good years of economic cycles 
so that it may be strong for the poorer yearse 


A new commandery year is beginning. Will it be a good one for your 
vormandery? Will your Commandery have a net’ gain in membership? This 
is a cazl for acceptance of responsibilities, for planning, for work, 
for solving problems, for accomplishment<--in short, it is a call for 
leadership! A commandery's success or failure is a reflection of its 
icadership. A good year requires that you build membership-+-for gyn.
